Notice to this effect was clearly indi- 


cated in a resolution presented this 
morning by Stewart of Nevada, upon 
which he announced ho would address 
Hie senate Monday. 


The resolution declares tho independ- 


ence of the co-ordinato branches of the 
government must be maintained, and 
that the ueeof the power and influence 
of one department to control the action 
of another is in violation of the consti- 
tution and destructive to our form of 
government. The introduction of Die 
resolution created a sensation and thy 
discussion of the matter Monday will 
attract great attention, as it indicates 
the Intention of the silver senators to 
divert the discussion in the senate to tho 
alleged attempts of the President to con- 
trol I'onjrreEK.

WASHINGTON, September 23.—The res- 


olution was taken up in tho senate, and 
Turjiie of Indiana argued against its 
adoption, lie declared that cloturo rule 
would not diminish Ihe real power of 
minority. If the members of the ncmito 
were subjected to force aud duress they 
would comeback no longer in the minor- 
ity, but in the majority.

THE RAISIN TARIFF. 


SAN FHAXCIWO, September 23.--One of 


the most fiendish deeds in the criminal 
history of the city was perpetrated here 
tonight shortly after midnight. A dyna- 
mite bomb was exploded in a water 
front hoarding IIOUBO filled with non- 
union sailora, resulting in the instant 
death of three of tho inmates and the 
probable fatal injury of seven more, 
while many sustained lees serious inju- 
ries. Tho terr.flic explosion occurred in 
a house on Main street between Howard 
and Folsom, conducted by John Curtain. 
The house was filled with non-union 
jailors, and it was Curtain's custom to 
ecnre berths for his pivtruns on ships

I iiave ever been a consistent Demo-

I am sufficiently acquainted witli those 


principles to recognize them whenever

The true Democratic principle of tariff 


for revenue, when applied in practice, 
amounts to protection to the extent of 
the tariff fmposed. The adjusting of 
that tariff so as to foster our own indus- 
tries and at the same" time not create 
monopolies is one of the delicate and 
difficult tasks imposed upon congress. 


There is a sharp distinction to he made 


between a protective tariff—one which 
adjusts the duty levied so as to put the 
native producer on an equal footing with 
his foreign competitor—and a prohibi- 
tive tariff which" shuts out competition, 
fosters 
monopolies 
and 
centralizes 


wealth in the hands of the tariff bene- 


At the meeting held this matter was 


plainly put by Air. Chaddock on the one 
side and Mr. White on tho other, and 
these same gentlemen moved and sec- 
onded a motion, which prevailed unan- 
imously, that the discussion of the mat- 
ter in issue should be from the stand- 
point of business and not iu tho narrow, 
constricted line of political partisanship. 


The situation has been simply this: 


The Mediterranean grower could land 
his product of Xante currants in New 
York at an expense of about 33 cents 
per hundred pounds, outside of tho tar- 
iff, which wnBfl.60 per hundred pounds. 


At that time we had to pay f 1.65 per 


cwt. for freight alone, which, with the 
charges for storage, commissions, insur- 
ance, exchange and taxes, hardly gave 
us a fair deal, to say nothing of the 
iiighcr rate of wooes. 
When the McKinley bill was under 


consideration wo Bat still, trusting to 
"fool luck," while the Spaniard was 
there insisting on taking the duty off 
Kante currants because we did not pro- 
duce them. 
Thin IB all true, but they did not take 


the pains to explain to congress that a 
large part of our raisin product was the 
equivalent of the '/ante currant, nor that 
currants wore in active competition with 
about three-quarters of our output. 
Had this been donn no doubt the tariff 
would not have been removed. 


Successful in 
that, thu 
Spaniard 


grown bolder in this congress and pro- 
poses to take the tariff off all raisins, 
and again we have done nothing until 
the last moment. 


Tliiri belated action of ours may eervo 


to save us, and an we are all alike inter- 
ested I see no reason why our effort 
should not ho united, regardless of po- 
litical allegiance, in this broad and gen- 
eral movement for the common good 
of all.

As insurance news is of particular in- 


terest to the people of tin's valley llt this 
time, the following account of a now 
move of llrtj'insurance combine, pub- 
lished in the Chronicle, ia reproduced: 


Insurance men, that ia to Bay, those 


belonging to the Pacific Insurance 
Union, haw assumed the aggressive as 
against non-union underwriters. At the 
meeting of the executive uomfliittce yes- 
terday an amendment to the constitu- 
tion was unanimously recommended by 
a special committee consisting of Will- j 
iam S. Duval, William Sexton, Edward 
Brown, Bernard Fayinonville, George 
W. Spencer and Alfred Stillman. After 
a short discussion the amendment was 
carried practically without a dissentient 


The amendment to article IV of the 


constitution is in the form of an address 
and reads thus: 
"Insurance may be granted at any rate 


necessary to substitute it, for insurance 
written by a company not a member of 
this union, provided, 


"Firsfr—That the policy of the non- 


union company shall have been in force 
one month, and premium thereon shall 
have been paid, and that the substituted 
policy shall bo- for a term of not leas 
than'one year. 
"Second—That the Pacific Insurance 


Union minimum rates on the property 
covered by the policy to be displaced be 
not more than 5 per cent. 
"Third—That the unearned premium 


or the displaced policy be assigned by. 
the assured in part or full payment of 
premium 011 the substituted premium 
DO paid in cash or, in case of a farm pol- 
icy, by note. 
"Fourth—That the displaced or cau-, 


celed policy be immediately forwarded 
to the Pacific Insurance Union, togeth- 
er with u. report of the new policy in 
place thereof. 
"Fifth—That the insurance be for no 


greater amount than, and cover the 
same property as, that under the dis- 
placed policy." 


In addition to this the article 
IB 


amended-by the words: 


"No permit for other insurance shall 


be grunted on any policy, except with 
the following stipulation: 
"In consideration of the insurance un- 


der this policy having been granted at 
the minimum rate it is mutually agreed 
and hereby made a warranty on the 
part of the assured that there shall be 
no other insurance on the property 
hereby insured unless in the following 
named companies:" (Hero follows the 
names of all the companies in the Pa- 
cific Insurance Union.) 


The meaning of these articles is sim- 


ply that the non-union companies arc to 
be squelched, an in plain English it 
authoriy.es union companies to undercut 
all non-union companies and to divide 
the spoils or the losses incident to Biich 
undercutting among the llfty-four or

Business tho past week has shown a 


little improvement. Dried fruits have 
made a sharp advance, especially in 
peaches. Stocks arc pretty well cleaned 
up, and what remain are held above our 
quotations. Jiggs have made another 
advance since our

quotations.- 


Stocks are fairly well picked up, and 
we would not be surprised if there was 
another advance before many days. 
Poultry demands have increased, with 
liberal supplies; no particular change in 
prices. Oame is coming in very slowly

ready sale. Vegetables of all kinds are 
supplied 
fairly, with g^ood demands. ', 


Green fruits remain inactive; sales very i 
unsatisfactory with an accumulation of 
stock. Tho local supply of potatoes is 
exhausted and wo are obliged to look to 
the coast for our supplies; consequently 
prices have advanced. "Wheat haa made 
a marked improvement. No particular 
change in barley. 


The raisins situation is now attract- 


ing considerable attention,- and all ex-

The more uneven, rocky and ledgy tho

Trees standing 
in or near cold springs will discharge the 
most and IheswcetestHiiit. I am acquaint- 
ed \vith one tree standing by .1 spring, 
seven quarts of whosu sap will make a 
pound of nice white sugar. The rich- 
ness of this sap will be realize! when it 
is remembered that it takes 10 quarts of 
average sap lo make a pound. Ths blui:.i 
maple is the richest for sap of any vari- 
ety. Our poorest sugar orchards give 
us about two pounds of sugar to the 
tree, while our bebt onus y it-Id five and 
six pounds a tree. I have heard of a few 
extra orchards yielding 7, 3 and 10 
pounds to tho tree, and one extraordi- 
nary one that has yielded 1C pounds to a 
tree. The quantity of sugar that can 
bo made from single trees in one season 
of six weeks at most will depend on 
many circumstances.
